Judge Blair today set two criminal 
<?ases for trial, 
that of the 
State 
against William Blakemon and John 
Ferguson, both colored, for black­ 
m ail,-and that of the State against 
John Ryan for assault nnd battery. 
The former will be 
tried Monday, 
September 30, and the latter will be 
tried the next day, Tuesday, October 
first. 
Both eases are on grand jury in­ 
dictments returned in the April term 
o f court. 
It will be remembered the 
two colored men were indicted previ­ 
ous to the April indictment, and it 
was quashed for technical reasons. 
The men are charged with blackmail­ 
ing Marion McCann. 
The trouble 
first 
started when 
Blakemon brought suit for damages 
against McCann, charging he alienat­ 
ed his ( Blakemon*s) wife affections. 
This civil suit was sent to Hancock 
circuit court at 
Greenfield 
on a 
change of venue and was to come up 
for trial today. 
It will be recalled 
Blakemon could not get bond at first 
and an unsuccessful effort was made 
to get Iii- release <»n a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
Ile later was released on 
bond. 
The 
indictment 
was 
returned 
against John Ryan, a road supervisor 
of Richland township, because of his 
alleged attack on the trustee of the 
town-hip when the latter attempted 
to obtain a road scraper in Ryan's 
possession. 
Ryan declared lie was 
still supervisor because his successor 
had not lieen named. 
A successor 
wa- elected bat could not serve on 
account of other 
duties, 
and the 
trustee appointed one 
The injunction and damage suit. 
in which $500 wa- demanded of Baril 
Seward, 
a 
local 
saloon 
keejier. 
against d a ta Behoot, 
sheriff, and 
Merrill Ball. John E. Harrison and T. 
J. Humes, commissioners, was dis­ 
missed today by the plaintiff.*and the 
judgment for couit costs was a s­ 
sessed against him by Judge Blair. 
This action was brought after the 
commissioners and sheriff obtained a 
restraining order to close his busi­ 
ness on the theory that he was not 
entitled to a license under the law, 
according to the quota of saloons 
allowed here in proportion to the 
population. 
The -uit was the outgrowth of the 
refusal of the 
commissioners 
to 
grant Seward a license. 
The case 
was appealed to the 
circuit court 
and taken to the 
Franklin 
circuit 
Court where a license was granted. 
The commissioners heard a peti­ 
tion which alleged that Reward did 
not own the saloon and that the gov­ 
ernment license had been taken under 
another name. 
They found for the 
petitioner and the case was appealed 
to the circuit court, and then sent to 
the Marion circuit court on a change 
o f venue. 
The Marion county court 
reversed the decision of the commis­ 
sioners. 
In the case o f 
Frank 
Wilson 
against Edward A. Frazee and son, 
Edward Frazee for $1200 damages, 
asked for injuries sustained to a

Although the annual

show is not practically assured, the 


prospect for it look decidedly im­ 


proved today after the meeting of 
business men in the court house last 


night in its welfare. 


The crowd did not 
number over 
thirty, but all the men there had the 
iutere-ts of the horse show at heart 
and wanted to .-ee it succeed. 
On 
motion of Will M BH--, IL G. Hack­ 
man, president of the 
Retail Mer­ 
chants Association, who presided at 
the meeting, appointed several com­ 
mittees who were assigned ao va ri­ 
ot!- sections of the city to seek sub- 
-<*riptions to finance the show. 
The committees went at it this 
morning with a vim and enthusiasm 
that promised success for their ef­ 
forts. 
It i- reported that the solici­ 
tor- met 
with some success, but it 
will not lie known until tomorrow for 
a certainty that 
there 
is 
enough 
financial backing to make the horse 
show possible. 
Anthemy Schrichte, former presi- 
dcut of tile Retail Merchants Asso­ 
ciation. was on hand with his keg of 
enthu-iasm, and lie untapped it with 
characteristic 
vigor 
lie 
a-serted 
that the horse show was one of the 
best th i n g s ever tried iii Ru-hvilie as 
ii advertiser. 
He declared that it 
had been iii the hands of men of un­ 
questionable 
integrity, and that 
it 
should be continued. 
Mayor Black Was called upon rn 
express his 
opinion o f 
the hor.-e 
show. 
He said tlint he would be glad 
to co-eperate for the success of the 
-how*, would donate his 
part and 
would be willing to assist anyway he 
could. 
Will A. Jones expressed the belief 
that the show should be given in an 
enclosure where admission fee could 
lie charged. 
He 
said 
that other 
horse shows in other cities had been 
made to pay for themselves, 
and 
there was no reason why the Rush­ 
ville show shouldn’t. 
He said that 
he did not like to show his horses on 
the brick streets, but that he would 
give is part and enter his horses just 
the same. 
He said a better 
show 
could be had if the event were held 
some place where there is a track. 
Will Bliss said that the talk would 
not make the horse show* and that 
the most necessary thing was to ap­ 
point committees to go out and get 
the money. 
He declared that if the 
money could not be raised there were 
but two alternatives; 
give the show 
where admission could be charged or 
not give the show. 
At the opening of the meeting J. 
C. Ryburn. secretary of the horse 
-how who was in charge last year 
and was re-elected for this year, 
gave a financial report. 
The report showed that there is 
now a balance on hands of $314.16 
left over from last year. 
Last year, 
Mr. Ryburn said, a sum of 
$1143 
was collected on popular subscrip­ 
tions. 
There was one $25 subscrip­ 
tion. a few* 
$20 
subscriptions, a 
great many at $10. ‘‘till more at $5, 
and a few ranging from 
$2.50 on 
down to 50 cents. 
There was collected for entrance 
fees $208.80. 
That added to $438.16 
accumulated, from the four previous 
horse shows and the popular sub­ 
scription made a total of $1789.90, 


which represented the total amount 
of funds handled last year 
There 
is, it will be noted, a decrepancy of 
$3 which was accounted for by the 
secretary by the fact that one sub­ 
scription of that size was not paid. 
The Secretary read an itemized list 
of the expenses last 
year 
totaling 
$1442.80. 
This subtracted from the 
total leaves $314.16 which is now on 
hands 
In order to make the horse show* 
anyways near as good a< last year 
it will lie necessary to raise at least 
five hundred dollars more than the 
$<75 already subscribed. 
It is im­ 
perative that the show be financed at 
once a- the premium li-ts would have 
>een printed and distributed a week 
ig<». 
The show* officials are anxiou 
to get them over the country at the 
lorsc shows and the clo-ing race 
meets so that horsemen will prepare 
to come here and not make other ar­ 
rangements.

sent to the grand jury from mayor’s 
court, and in each an indictment was 
expected. 
The grand jury has inspected the 
county jail, and it is said, also has 
taken a look around the court house, 
with a view to making recommenda­ 
tions.

The question is how are they 
ever to get out of debt, 
when 
this 
year 
everything 
was 
favorable? 
Even going so far this year to get 
money, as to 
rent 
privilege-, for 
shows for men only, public dance 
halls and games of chance—all of 
which i- 
not 
creditable to 
Rush 
county? 
There are four hundred stockhold­ 
ers, and last year at the annual elec­ 
tion there were fewer 
than 
fifty 
present, showing a lack of interest 
taken in the election. 
Here are a few suggestions to -ave 
the grounds from 
bein*jr 
-old 
for 
debt: 
First do away with all family 
tickets, even the stockholders’ tick­ 
ets. 
I doubt if there is 
another in­ 
stitution in America 
that admits a 
family of ten to 
fifteen 
for 
the 
same price as a man and his wife; 
then the directors should not be scat­ 
tered as they are 
now*—several 
of 
them are on the borders of other 
counties and they never 
see 
each 
other until they are called together 
in March to make a premium list —it 
generally results in taking 
an 
old 
list and adopting it with a very few 
changes. 
Where is 
a successful 
business 
man that would scatter his partners 
so he ebuld not see them but once or 
twice a year? 
Men should be elec­ 
ted that would give it their attention, 
otherwise our beautiful grounds will 
have 
to 
be 
sold 
for 
debt. 
The 
grounds Should be made to pay a di­ 
vidend and would if the above sug­ 
gestions were carried out.

Oats make an excellent ration for 
laying hens. 
Nothing fattens young turkeys like 
plenty of corn. 
Don’t overcrowd the brooders, brood 
coops or colony coops. 
The young turkeys will not begin to 
fatten until cold weather sets in. 
Never let the hen and her young 
roost away from home a single night. 
It is best to kill fowls ten hours 
before preparing them for the table. 
Poor quality poultry and eggs are 
hard to sell or get rid of at any price. 
Clip the main feathers on onfe wing 
of the fence flyer. That will keep her 
in. 
Plow or spade up chicken runs, if 
not well grassed, and sow oats or 
rye. 
Move chick colonies to new ground 
before the grass in the old run is 
quite gone. 
Don’t fail to supply abundant shade 
and shelter for adult fowls and grow­ 
ing chicks. 
The smoother the roosting poles the 
more easily they can be kept 
free 
from vermin. 
The stock will benefit from your in­ 
telligent use of a good lice and mite 
killing preparation during the heated 
term. 
Do not let your young birds roost 
with the old hens, as they are liable 
to catch diseases which old hens are 
more subject to. 
All hens which have completed their 
second laying season should be dis­ 
posed of at once, to make room for 
the young stock.

LETTER TO SCHOOL OFFICIALS 


Head of the State Bo ard o f Health 
Po ints Out That It No t Only la 
Against the Law fo r a Bo y to Smo ke 
Cigarettes, but That the Habit Is 
One That Lo wers Hie Efficiency in 
the Duties o f Life. 


In dian ap olis, Sep t. 20.—Because of 
ap p eals from school officials through­ 
out the state, the board of health has 
w ritten m an y letters adv isin g school 
officials of the ev il of cigarette smok­ 
in g amon g boy s. 
The letters quote 
the law’ on cigarette smokin g. A sam ­ 
p le follows: 
C igarette sm okin g is certain ly an 
ev il an d the state board of health de­ 
sires to abate it all it p ossibly can . 
W e ask y ou therefore to co-op erate 
with us in this work. 
It is certain ly 
true th at cigarette sm ok ers hav e a 
lower efficien cy than those who do n ot 
smoke them . 
If y ou will n otice care­ 
fully y ou will observ e th at those boy s 
who smoke 
cigarettes 
are 
n ot as 
bright, do n ot p rogress as rap idly as 
those of the same m en tal grade who 
do n ot use this drug. 
Tobacco is of 
course a drug. 
If it did n ot con tain 
a drug (n icotin e) it w’ould n ot be in 
deman d. 
It is the soothin g effect of 
this drug th at those who are addicted 
to sm okin g so much desire. 
Like the 
morp hin e habit, when it is on ce fas­ 
ten ed up on a p erson it is difficult in ­ 
deed to throw off. Not on ly does ecom 
omy , efficien cy an d health op p ose cig­ 
arette sm okin g an d tobacco usin g, but 
the law’ itself com m an ds again st the 
use of cigarettes. 
Section 1641, F irst Rev ised Statutes, 
p rov ides “th at an y boy un der six teen 
y ears of age who sm okes cigarettes 
Is a delin quen t child, an d can be p ro­ 
ceeded again st as in m an n er p rov ided 
by law* for the p rosecution of p erson s 
charged with m isdem ean or, an d up on 
con v iction thereof may be released 
up on p robation or may be dealt with 
by the court in such m an n er as may 
ap p ear to be for the best in terest of 
the child.” 
In the juv en ile court act 
such p rosecution s may be begun be­ 
fore an y justice of the p eace an d by 
him certified to the circuit court of the 
coun ty . 
It should be im p ressed up on 
the boy s that it is n ot man ly , th at it 
is n ot hy gien ic to sm oke cigarettes. 
They should be made to un derstan d 
th at it lowers their efficien cy , clouds 
their in tellect makes them more lia­ 
ble to disease, an d is con trary to law 
for a boy un der six teen y ears of age 
to use tobacco an d smoke ciga -ettes.

W ashington. Sept. 20.— It having be­ 
come known th a t the opposition to the 
advance of the Am erican forces is 
threatened by the rebels at a point 
betw een M anagua, th e capital, and 
G ranada, th e chief rebel stronghold, 
the N icaraguan situation has taken a 
sudden and acute turn. 
Reinforce­ 
m ents have been hurried forward from 
Managua, with Admiral Southerland 
in personal com mand, and it is expect­ 
ed th a t if the rebels j/ersist in thew 
opposition an engagem ent m ay take 
place. 
Admiral Southerland reported th at 
he was sending M ajor McKelvey with 
a battalion of m arines and L ieutenant 
C om m ander Longs with a com pany of 
bluejackets to reinforce M ajor Butler, 
who started for G ranada four days 
ago. 
The adm iral stated th a t he was 
accom panying the force, and also re­ 
ported th a t two three-inch field guns 
w ere being taken along. 
T he purpose of the advance toward 
G ranada is to the open com m unica­ 
tion with th a t city which have been 
cut off for nearly two m onths, or ever 
since General Mena took his soldiers 
and police out of M anagua and l^wn- 
barded that city. 
Most shocking con­ 
ditions have been 
reported 
to the 
A m erican legation in M anagua as p re­ 
vailing in G ranada under th e rebel 
dom ination of the place. 
According to unofficial advices re ­ 
ceived here Major B utler's forces were 
flied on by the rebels when his train * 
approached 
M alaya. 
Major 
Butle- 
w ithdrew and sent a note to Zeb*’ n. 
the rebel general, stating th at h^ de­ 
sired only to open the railroad lo 
G ranada and that he preferred to do 
it peaceably. He. added th at if no reply 
w as received from Zeledon by four 
o’clock, lie would begin his ad van ce. 
Zeledrn replied before the hour, s ta t­ 
ing he would be glad to talk it ow r 
with M ajor Butler the next morning.

the fact

reinforcem ents 
are now being hurried to M ajor B ut­ 
ler, it is inferred th a t Zeledon h a s d- - j 
d in e d to perm it the A m ericans 
pass peaceably through Maza>a.

Craven and Dodd, by rebels at Leon 
ha» been received.

chants Association, who presided at 
the meeting, appointed several com- 
mittees, who were assigned ao vari- 
ous sections of the city to seek sub- 
scriptions to finance the show. 


The .committees went at it this 


morning with a vim and enthusiasm 
that promised success for their ef- 
forts. It is reported that the solici- 
tors met with some success, but it 
will not be known until tomorrow for 
a certainty that there is enough 
financial backing to make the horse 
show possible. 


Anthony Schrichte, former presi- 


deut of the Retail Merchants Asso- 
ciation, was on hand with his keg of 
enthusiasm, and he untapped it with 


which represented the total amount 
of funds handled last year There 
is, it will be noted, a decrepancy of 
$3 which was accounted for by the 
secretary by the fact that one sub- 
scription of that size was not paid. 


The Secretary read an itemized list 


of the expenses last year totaling 
$1442.80. This subtracted from the 
total leaves $314.16 which is now on 
hands 
, 


In order to make the horse show 


anyways near as good as last year 
it will be necessary to raise at least 
five hundred dollars more than the 
$775 already subscribed. It is im- 
perative that the show be financed at 
once as the premium lists would have 
been printed and distributed a week 
ago. The show officials are anxious 
to get them over the country at the 
horse shows and the closing race 
meets so that horsemen will prepare 
to come here and not make other ar- 
rangements.

everything was 
favorable* 


Even going so far this year, to get 
money, as to rent privileges, for 
shows for men only, public dance 
halls and games of chance—all of 
which is not creditable to Rush 
county? 


There are four hundred stockhold- 


ers, and last year at the annual elec- 
tion there were fewer 
than 
fifty 


present, showing a lack of interest 
taken in the election. 


Here are a few suggestions to save 


the grounds from being sold 
for 


debt: First do away with" all family 
tickets, even the stockholders' tick- 
ets. I doubt if there is another in- 
stitution in America that admits a 
a family of ten to fifteen. for the 
same price as a man and his wife; 
then the directors should not be scat- 
tered as they are now—several of 
them are on the borders of other 
counties and they never see each 
other until they are called together 
in March to make a premium list—it 
generally results in taking an old 
list and adopting it with a very few 
changes. 


Where is *a successful business 


man- that would scatter his-partners 
so he could not see them but one* or , 
twice a year! Men should be elee- * 
ted that would give it.their attention, 
otherwise our beautiful grounds. wiB 
have to be sold for debt. The 
grounds Should be made to pay a di- 
vidend and would if the above sug- 
gestions were carried out.

FECOINQ THE FIVE THOUSAND. 


TEXT-Huk Clt-M. 


GOLDEN .TEXT— "Jem* wld note 
-than. I mm OM bread of life."— John «-JS. 


This parable mark* the high level 


of the rear of popularity in the life of 
our Lord. It is each an important 
miracle as to be the only one recorded 
by all four gospel writers. 


The returning disciples (v. 30) are 


urged by the Master Yo come with him 
Into a desert place that they might 
rest, and also that be might comfort 
their hearts over the death of Join 
the Baptist "They had no leisure." 
Jesus knew the need and also the 
.proper use of leisure. But the multi- 
tude would not grant this and flocked 
to his retreat in the desert. They saw 
and followed that they might listen 
to his gracious words or behold some 
new wonder, but Jesus also saw and 
ministered, v. 24. Carlisle said he saw 
' to England "forty millions, mostly 
fools." Not so with Jesus. He saw 
and was moved, not with sarcasm, but 
with compassion, which compassion 
took a tangable form of service*. It is 
Interesting to note in verse 34 that the 
compassion of Jesus led him first .of 
all to teach. It is better to teach a 
man how to help himself than to help 
the man. We also infer from this 
verse that the soul of a man is of 
more value than his body. It is not 
enough, nowever, to say, "God bless 
you, be fed and warm," when a man 
Is hungry. So it is that Jesus listened 
to his dfclples when they saw the 
physical need of the multitude. 


A Great Task. 


St. John tells us in this connection 


of the conversation with Philip. Phil- 
ip lived in Bethsaida near by, yet to 
feed this multitude" was for him too 
great a task, even with his knowledge 
of the resources at hand, John 6:5-7. 
Tet we need not be surprised at Phil- 
Ip's slowness of faith. Moses in like 
manner was once nonplussed how to 
feed six thousand in the wilderness, 
see Num. 11:21-23. It is not so much 
as to how great the need nor how lit- 
tle we possess, but rather is the little 
given to God. • 


Another disciple, Andrew, who had 


discovered the Saviour unto Peter, dis- 
covers as though in desperation a boy 
whose mother had thoughtfully pro- 
vided him with a lunch consisting of 
five barley biscuits and two small 
dried herring (John 6:9), at least that 
much remained. It is a great com- 
mentary upon the tide of interest at 
this time that this boy should not 
have eaten his lunch, for a boy's hun- 
ger is proverbial. It seems as though 
Jesus emphasizes the helplessness of 
.the dicfples in order that he may show 
his power. His command, "give ye 
them," (v. 37) teaches us that we are 
to give such as we have, not look to 
.others, nor do our charity by proxy. 
Prov. 11:24, 25. 


Again the Saviour asks his disciples 


:to see (v. 38) as though he would 
teach them the boundless resources of 
his kingdom. Give what you have and 
;he will bless and increase it to the 
supplying of the needs of the multi- 
tude. The secret of success was when 
he took the loaves and "looking up" 
for God also- saw on that day, and 
blessed it 


We need to observe the systematic 


procedure. The people seated or re- 
clining upon the ground in ranks or 
by companies. The Master blessing 
and breaking the boy's cakes and giv- 
ing first to the disciples, for God only 
•works such miracles through human 
agencies, and then giving to the peo- 
ple. The result of this systematic pro- 
cedure was that "all did eat," and 
further, they were satisfied, v. 42. Not 
alone, however, was there Divine or- 
der atod iavishness, but there was 
economy and thrift as well, for Jesus 
Cave careful directions as to the frag- 
ments. The lavishnegs Is shown by 
the fact that the baskets into which 
the fragments were gathered were 
each large enough in which, to sleep.

QUIETS NEAPOLITANS 


DM of St. Jamarias Boils 


-^Naples, Sept. 20.—After,, two hours 
of incessant prayers in the overcrowd- 
ed cath'edral where the excitement was 
at the highest pitch, the yearly mir- 
acle of the spontaneous boiling of the 
blood of St. Januarius was accomplish- 
ed. 
The impatience of the con- 


gregation was such that the police 
had the utmost difficulty m keeping 
order. In order to prevent a rush to 
the high altar, where the relic of the 
saint was exposed. Cardinal Frisco, 
who was present ordered a salute of 
100 guns prematurely fired at 10:30 
in order to ally the growing excite- 
ment of the populace outside who then 
believed that the liquefaction was tak- 
ing place. 
Meanwhile the prayers 


were repeated with greater fervor in- 
side the cathedral and this was kept 
up until noon when the blood really 
boiled. The salute of 100 guns was 
then fired again, a Te Deum was sung 
and the bells pealed, while the Neapol- 
itans applauded, shouted and wept 
Tor joy, convinced that there would be 
Immunity for eruptions of Vesuvius 
for another year.

Cigarette smoking is certainly aav. 


evil and the state board of health de- 
sires to abate it all it possibly can. 
We ask you therefore to co-operate 
with us in this work. It is certainly 
true that cigarette smokers have a 
lower efficiency than those who do net 
smoke them. If yon will notice care- 
fully you will observe that those boya 
who smoke cigarettes are not aa 
bright, do: not progress as rapidly aa 
those of the same mental grade who 
do not use this drug. Tobacco is of 
course a drug. f If it did not contain 
a drag (nicotine) it would not be in 
demand. It is the soothing effect of 
this drug that those who are addicted 
to smoking so much desire. Like the 
morphine habit, when it is once fas- 
tened upon a person it is difficult in- 
deed to throw off. Not only does econ? 
omy, efficiency and health oppose cig- 
arette smoking and tobacco using, but 
the law itself commands against the 
use of cigarettes. 


Section 1641, First Revised Statutes, 


provides "that any boy under sixteen 
years of age who smokes cigarette* 
Is a delinquent child, and can be pro- 
ceeded against as in manner provide* 
by law for the prosecution of personal 
charged with misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof may be released 
upon probation or may be dealt with 
by the court in such manner as may 
appear to be for the best interest of 
the child." In the Juvenile court act

THE ADVANCE UPON GRENADA 


When a Detachment Under Major But- 


ler Was Sent to Open Up Communi- 
cations With Beleagurid City, II 
Was Fired Upon by the Rebels, This 
Act Creating Situation Which May 
Precipitate a Serious Engagement. 


Washington, Sept. 20.—It bavins he- 


come known that the opposition to the 
advance of. the American forces is 
threatened "by the rebels at a point 
between Managua, the capital, and 
Granada, the chief rebel stronghold, 
the Nicaraguan situation has taken a 
sudden 2nd acute turn. 
Reinforce- 


ments have been hurried forward from 
Managua, with Admiral Southerland 
in personal command, and it is expect- 
ed that if the rebels persist in their 
opposition an engagement may take 
place. 


Admiral Southerland' reported that 


he was ^sending Major McKelvey with 
a battalion of marines and Lieutenant 
Commander Longs with a company of 
bluejackets to reinforce Major Butler, 
who started for Granada four days 
ago. The admiral stated that he was 
accompanying the force, and also re- 
ported that two three-inch field guns 
were 'being taken along. 


The purpose of the advance toward 


Grana'da is to the open communica- 
tion with that city which have been 
cat'Off for nearly two months, or ever 
since General Mena took his soldiers 
and police out of Managua and bom- 
barded that city. Most shocking con- 
ditions have been reported to the 
American legation in Managua as pre- 
vailing in Granada under the rebel 
Uomination of the place. 


According to unofficial advices re- 


ceived here Major Butler's forces -were 
fired on by the rebels when his train? 
approached Mazaya. 
Major Butler 


withdrew and sent a note to Zeleclon- 
the .rebel general, stating that he de- 
sired only to open the railroad t 
Granada and that he preferred to do 
it:peaceably. He. added that if no reply 
•was received from Zeledon by four 
o'clock, he would begin his advance. 
Zeledon replied before ttie hour, stat- 
ing he vould be glad to talk it ov^r 
•with Major Butler the next morning 
"From the fact that reinforcements 
are now being hurried to Major But- 
ler, it is inferred that Zeledon has de- 
clined to permit the Americans 
d 


pass peaceably through Mazaya. 


A recent dispatch from Ministei 


"Weltzel states that confirmation of the 
slaying of two Americans, named 
Craven and Podd, by rebels at Leon 
has been received. It seems that Cra- 
ven-was wounded in the fighting, dur- 
ing which 500 federals were slaughter- 
ed and had entered a house for re- 
fuge. Dodd was there caring for Cra 
ven. Both were unarmed. The house 
was broken into by rebels and both 
men were then deliberately murdered 
on rfhe si.'ot.
